Isrscut. BY TBLBOnxrn TO TUB RECORD-DSIOX.J 


C in c in n a t i, June 24th—10 a. m.—The sky 
is overcast and the temperature hot and 
sultry. The doorkeepers are taking up all 
platform and reporters’ tickets. Tlfis indi­ 
cates the conviction of the National Commit­ 
tee that the Convention will nominate candi­ 
dates and finish business during to-day’s ses­ 
sion, 
CALLED TO ORDER—PRAYER. 
C in c in n a t i, June 24th.—President Steven­ 
son arrived at 10:25. But few delegates were 
present, the seats being only half filled. The 
organ and military bands occupy the audi­ 
ence with many admirably-rendered musical 
selections. 
The Chair called to order at 10:35 A. M. 
Prayer was offered again by Bev. Hr. Tay­ 
lor, of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South. Ho prayed for that unanimity and 
harmony in the Convention so needful to ac­ 
complish the patriotic er.d which it had in 
view ; that individual members might lay 
aside their personal predilections for the 
highest welfare of the whole nation ; that the 
choice of the Convention might result in the 
election of a man of enduring character, 
blameless in life, unsullied in reputation, and 
of exalted patriotism, and that the persons 
elected might be brought to occupy their 
places. 
THE NEW YORK DELEGATION. 
I’eckham of New York rose to make a 
statement on behalf of the New York dele­ 
gation. That delegation heard with great 
emotion—[cries of “ Platform,” and he took 
the desk]—that delegation heard with great 
emotion the votes given yesterday for the 
honored statesman of New York (Tilden). 
[Great applause.] 
The Chair rebuked the interference with 
the proceedings by outsiders, and promised 
that he would ask the Convention to pre­ 
serve order at any and all hazards. 
Peckham resumed : The Telegraph had re­ 
ceived a letter from Tilden, in which he re­ 
nounced himself as a candidate for the nomi­ 
nation. Knowing him to be honest in pur­ 
pose and action, we accept his letter as a re­ 
nunciation of all claim and all candidacy. 
He now presented the letter, for such action 
as the Convention desired ; but the delega­ 
tion have this morning agreed upon another 
candidate, and he named Speaker Randall. 
[Applause.] 
The Chair asked if the Convention would 
have Tilden’s letter read. 
Cries of “ Yes,” “ No 
but on a viva voce 
vote it was decided “ No.” 
Thomas of Kentucky offered a resolution 
denouncing as unconstitutional and unrepub­ 
lican any State law operating against a man 
on account cf his religious or non-religious 
views. Referred.

Ohio was again called, and gave 44 votes 
for Thurman. 
Pennsylvania corrected her vote as follows : 
Randall 25, Hancock 32. 
I LIGHTNING CHANGE»— EXCITINO SCENE. 
Before the official vote was announced Wis­ 
consin asked permission to change her vote. 
Agreed to, with seme noe=. 


Somebody raised a question of order that a 
vote conld not he changed. 
The Convention agreed to it, and Wisconsin 
cast for Hancock 20 votes. [Great cheers.] 
There was now a scene of great confusion. 
New Jersey changed to Hancock—IS. [Im­ 
mense cheering, long continued, and great 
confusion, which the Chair vainly tried for 
several minutes to suppress.] 
The Chairman of the Pennsylvania delega­ 
tion arose finally and said Pennsylvania was 
proud of her sons, both of them—one was a 
great soldier and the other an able statesman. 
They would gladly vote for either, and then 
changed her whole vote to Hancock. [Im­ 
mense cheers and excitement, a great portion 
of the audience and Convention risiDg, cheer­ 
ing, waving banners and fans, and tossing 
hats.] 
Haneoek’s banner was brought to the front 
of the platform amid great enthusiasm, the 
band playing “ Hail to the Chief.” The 
small banners of States voting for Hantock 
were brought forward to salute Hancock, to­ 
gether with the large banner of Virginia. 
Delegations flocked to the front- of the plat­ 
form with changes. 
Nevada—Six for Hancock. 
Rhode Island—Solid for Hancock. 
NEW CALL OF STATES. 
Before the official announcement of the 
result a motion was made and carried for a 
new call ot the roll of States. 
The Sergeant-at-Arms announced that the 
Chair had ordered that no applause be in­ 
dulged in until the call was finished. 
Alabama voted solid for Hancock. Ar­ 
kansas, California, Colorado the same. 
The announcement of changes to Hancock 
from Tilden States was greeted with hisses in 
the galleries. 
Each State followed suit with a solid vote 
for Hancock until Indiana was reached, 
which voted for Hendricks solid. 
Iowa—21 Hancock, 1 Tilden. 
Maryland—Hancock 14, Bayard 2. 
New York—70 for Hancock. [Received 
with cheers and hisses.] 
All the remainder voted solid for Hancock. 
The audience and Convention rose and 
cheered, and the band playe.l “ Hail Colum­ 
bia.” 
MOTION TO MAKE THE NOMINATION UNANI­ 
MOUS. 
Mack of Indiana moved to make Hancock’s 
nomination unanimous. He expressed the 
deep feeling of his State for Hendricks, but 
they wero loyal to the Democratic party, and 
would do their duty manfully. 
REMARKS OF RANDALL. 
Speaker Randall was then presented on the 
platform. He said he was here to second the 
nomination of Hancock. [Cheers.] He con­ 
gratulated the Convention on the harmony 
which had marked the proceedings. The 
nomination made was strong, and would 
bring victory. It would bring Pennsylvania 
back to the Democratic roll. It was one that 
would be satisfactory to the party and the 
American people. [Cheers.] He pledged his 
warmest and constant efforts until victory 
crowns the work on the November Tuesday. 
If the people should ratify their choice Han­ 
cock would be inaugurated, [i’artial ap­ 
plause.] 
Wallace of Pennsylvania followed in the 
same strain. 
WADE HAMPTON INDORSES HANCOCK. 
In response to loud calta, Wade Hampton 
then advanced to the platform, and said that 
in behalf of the solid South, which was once 
arrayed against the gallant soldier, he pledged 
to him its solid vote. There was no name 
held in higher respect in the South than that 
of the man who had now been made the 
standard bearer of the Democratic party. 
Hancock was one of the first, after the war 
was over, to exert his influence for a restora­ 
tion of the Southern people to their civil 
rights. He pledged South Carolina to give 
as large a majority as any Democratic State 
in the Union. 
Hoadley, for Ohio, also seconded the mo­ 
tion to make Hancock’s nomination unani­ 
mous. 
NOMINATION DECLARED UNANIMOUS—ENTHU­ 
SIASM. 
The Chair put the question pending, and 
announced that Winfield S. Hancock was the 
unanimous choice of this Convention for 
Democratic President of the United States. 
The band played “ Dixie” to great cheers, 
followed by “ The Star-Spangled Banner,” 
in which the great organ joined with fine 
effect. Then came “ My Country, ’Tis of 
Thee,” to the tune of “ America” or “ God 
Save the Queen,” rendered in the same man­ 
ner. 
A transparency of the Philadelphia Ran­ 
dall Association was brought in, with 
Randall’s portrait on one side and on the 
other the legend: “ For President of the 
United States, Winfield Scott Hancock.” 
Voorhees of Indiana spoke in favor of the 
nomination, followed by several others. 
THE TAMMANYITES. 
At this point the Tammany men, led by 
Kelly, Augustus Schell, Amasa J. Parker, 
George C. Green and Sam North, entered the 
hall amid great cheering, and were greeted 
with music by the organ. The confused ex­ 
citement continued several minutes before it 
could be quelled. Kelly proceeded to the 
platform, and was greeted with a lively air 
by the baDd. 
The Chair said it cave him great pleasure 
to announce to the Convention that its action 
to day had united the great Democracy of 
New York ; that the contestants from that 
State hail come here to give in their allegi­ 
ance. He introduced Kelly, who was re­ 
ceived with great applause and some hisses. 
JOHN KELLY GETS BACK INTO T1IE TRACES. 
.John Kelly said it was true that Han­ 
cock’s nomination had united the Democracy 
of New York. Though they had been fight­ 
ing bitterly for five years, let past differences 
be now banished. [Cheers.] Never again 
would he refer to what had transpired in the 
past, either here or in the State of New 
York. He disavowed ever having been 
actuated by personal ill feelings, though in 
the anxiety of political contests they some­ 
times said things of each other for which in 
more sober moments they were ready to ask 
forgiveness, New 5 ork could not be carried 
except by unity in the Democratic party, 
and now that this had been secured he 
felt it safe to promise that New York 
would give her electoral vote to the ticket 
made here. Hancock was not only a great 
soldier, but a statesman as well--a gentle­ 
man against whom nothing can be said. 
[Cheers.] In conclusion, he said to the New 
York delegation sitting iu the Convention. 
“ Fetus return to our houses, organize our 
party, and let him who shall first refer to the 
troublesome and discordant past be denounced 
as a traitor.” [Great applause.] For himself 
he promised to do all in his humble power for 
the success of the Democratic ticket. Turn­ 
ing to the New York delegates, he said : 
“ Let us once for all take each other by the 
hand. We have a great duty to perform to­ 
gether. Let us do it with one heart and 
voice.” [Applause.] 
THE CHASM BRIDGED. 
Fellows of New Y'erk came forward in re­ 
sponse to calls, but was so hoarse as to be 
very indistinct. He commended to-day’s ac­ 
tion as superb. They bad healed all the dis­ 
traction existing heretofore in the Democratic 
party, and they were now uniie 1 to fight one 
common foe. [Applause.] But they had 
done still more in strangling the discordant 
strife which had lo: years dominated the 


whole country—they had restored us all to a 
common country. 
A t the conclusion of his remarks he and 
Kelly shook hands formally amid great ap­ 
plause. 
The band and organ played “ Auld Lang 
Syne.” 
When the band played the second verse of 
“ Auld Lang Syne,” the audience joined in it 
with great voice. The effect was spoiled, 
though, by the imperfect time. 
At th¡3 point Susan B. Anthony passed 
forward and ascended the platform, present­ 
ing a paper to the Chairman, who handed it 
to the Reading Clerk. It proved to be a 
printed appeal from the Woman Suffrage 
Association, and was read by the Clerk. It 
concluded with its proposed women’s suffrage 
plank, a synopsis of which was sect yester- 
xlay. 
THE PLATFORM. 
Wattersou, from the Committee on Reso­ 
lutions, reported the platform, as follows : 
The Democrats of the United States, in 
Convention assembled, declare : 
1. We pledge ourselves anew to the consti­ 
tutional doctrines and traditions of the Dem­ 
ocratic party, as illustrated by the teachings 
and example of a long line of Democratic 
statesmen and patriots, and embodied in the 
platform of the last National Convention of 
the party. 
2. Opposition to centralization, and that 
dangerous spirit of encroachment which 
tends to consolidate the power óf all the de­ 
partments in one, and thus to create, what­ 
ever he the forms of government, a real des­ 
potism ; no sumptary laws; separation of 
Church and State for the good of each ; com­ 
mon schools to be fostered and protected. 
3. Home rule; honest money, consisting of 
gold, silver and paner convertible into coin 
on demand,; the strict maintenance of the 
public faith, State and National, and a tariff 
for revenue only. 
4. The subordination of the military to the 
civil power, and a general and thorough re­ 
form of the civil service. 
5. Right to a fiee ballot, as the right pre­ 
servative of all rights, anil must and shall be 
maintained in every part of the United 
States. 
G. The existing Administration, representa­ 
tive of conspiracy only, and its claim of right 
to surround the ballot-boxes with troops and 
Deputy .Marshals to intimidate and obstruct 
elections, and the unprecedented use of the 
veto power to maintain its corrupt and des­ 
potic power, insults the people anil imperils 
their institutions. 
7. The great fraud of 1876, by which, upon 
a false count of the electoral vote of two 
States, the candidate defeated at the polls 
was declared to be l’resident, and for the first 
time iu American history the will of the peu- 
ule was set aside under a threat of military 
violence, struck a deadly blow at your sys­ 
tem of representative government. 
The 
Democratic party, to preserve the country 
from the horrors of a civil war, submitted for 
the time, in the firm and patriotic faith that 
the people would punish the crime in 1880. 
This issue precedes and dwarfs every other. 
It imposes a more sacred duty upon the peo­ 
ple of the Union than was ever addressed to 
the conscience of a nation of freemen. 
8. We execrate the course of this Adminis­ 
tration in making places f-jf political crime, 
and demand a reform by statute which shall 
make it forever impossible for a defeated can­ 
didate to bribe his way to the seat of a 
usurper by billeting villains upon the people. 
[This was read again, in response to demands, 
and was received with applause.] 
9. The resolution of Samuel J. Tilden not 
again to be a candidate for election to the ex­ 
alted place to which he was elected by a ma­ 
jority of his countrymen, anil from which he 
was excluded by the leaders of the Republi­ 
can party, is received by the Democrats of 
the United States with sensibility, and they 
declare their «onfidence in his wisdom, pa­ 
triotism and integrity, unsullied by the as­ 
saults of the common enemy, and they fur­ 
ther assure him that he is followed into the 
retirement he has chosen for himself by the 
sympathy and respect of his fellow-citizens, 
who regard him as one who, by elevating the 
standard of public morality and adorning 
and purifying the public service, merits the 
lasting gratitude of his country and his 
party. 
10. Free ships and a living chance for 
American commerce on the sea and on the 
land ; no discrimination in favor of transpor­ 
tation lines, corporations or monopolies. 
11. An amendment of the IjiirlmgRme 
treaty ; no more Chinese immigration, ex­ 
cept for travel, education, anil therein care­ 
fully guarded. 
_ 
12. Public money and public credit for 
public purposes solely, and public land for 
actual settlers. 
13. The Democratic party is the friend of 
labor and the laboring man, and pledges it­ 
self to protect him alike against the cormo­ 
rants and commune. 
14. We congratulate the country upon the 
honesty and thrift of a Democratic Congress, 
which has reduced the public expenditures 
$40,000,000 a year, upon the continuation of 
prosperity at homo and the national honor 
abroad, anil above all upon the promise of 
such a change in the administration of the 
Government as shall insure its genuine last­ 
ing reform in every department of the public 
service. 
The platform was adopted unanimously. 
A telegram was read from the home ot 
General Grant: “ The boyhood home of 
General Grant is enthusiastic over the nomi­ 
nation of General Hancock.” [Cheers.] 
Some delegate offered a resolution setting 
forth the national rights of freemen. Re­ 
ferred. 
A REJECTED RESOLUTION. 
A delegate of Massachusetts moved a reso­ 
lution that the National Committee he in­ 
structed to make arrangements at the next 
National Convention for delegates, alternates 
and the press alone, so as to make the Con­ 
vention in all respects a deliberating body. 
[Cries of “ No, no.”] 
Farley of California opposed the resolu­ 
tion. lie moved to table the resolution. 
Massachusetts asked a call of the roll. 
[Cries of “ No.”J There wa» no second, and 
the resolution was tallied. 
NOMINATION OF VICE-PRESIDENT. 
Pulitizer of Missouri moved to now pro­ 
ceed to the nomination of a candidate for 
Vice-President. Agreed to : and a call of 
States was ordered. 
Pettis of Alabama put in nomination W. 
H. English 
of 
Indiana. 
Some 
one 
moved that it be unanimous. [Criesof “ No, 
no.; proceed with the ballot.”] 
California. Colorado and Connecticut sec­ 
onded English; Delaware ditto ; Florida 
ditto ; Illinois ditto ; Georgia ditto. 
Indiana being called, Voorhees took the 
platform, and after a short speech announced 
the State’s vote for English. 
Iowa being called, Irish of that State, on 
behalf of its delegation, rose to make a nom­ 
ination he thought he cculd show was almost 
an absolute necessity. Finally he presented 
the name of Governor Bishop of Ohio, which 
was greeted with cheers, hisses and cries of 
“ No. ” from the galleries. 
A telegram was read from Alien G. Thur­ 
man, saying : “ Hancock will make a splen­ 
did nomination, and can be elected.” Also 
one from Hendricks, indorsing the nomina­ 
tion. 
Kansas and Kentucky indorsed English. 
Louisiana ditto; Maine ditto; Maryland 
ditto ; Massachusetts and Michigan ditto ; 
Minnesota ditto ; Mississippi ditto; Missouri 
ditto : Nebraska ditto; Nevada ditto ; New 
Hampshire ditto ; New Jersey ditto; New 
York ditto; North Carolina ditto; Ohio 
ditto ; Oregon ditto ; Pennsylvania did not 
vote : Rhode Island seconded English : Ten­ 
nessee ditto ; Texas ditto ; Vermont ditto;

Pennsylvania, when called, said that [>ro- 
foundly greatful for the great honor done her 
by the nomination of one of her sons for the 
head of the ticket, she had no nomination to 
present for Vice-President. 
ENGLISH NOMINATED BY ACCLAMATION. 
In announcing Wisconsin’s second of Eng­ 
lish, Vilas of that State addressed the Con­ 
vention 'n an eloquent and stirring manner. 
He saw in the union of sections of the Demo­ 
cratic party (lie bow of promise stretching 
from Maine to the Gulf all over the land. 


[Applause.] He predicted for the ticket a 
great and triumphant success, and moved to 
make the nomination of English by acclama­ 
tion and unanimous. 
Ohio withdrew its candidate and seconded 
the nomination of English, and then a motion 
to nominate the latter by acclamation, as the 
only candidate before the Convention, was 
put and unanimously carried. [Cheers.] 
On motion of Smith Weed of New York, 
the thanks of the Convention were returned 
to Stevenson for his able and impartial dn- 
charge of the duties of the Chair. 
COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 
On motion of Breckeniidge of Kentucky, 
it was ordered that a committee of one be 
appointed from each State to notify the 
nominees of their selection. The committee 
were also to invite the assistance of the 
nominees. 
At the suggestion of Peston of Kentucky, 
the committee were instructed to inform the 
nominees by letter and in person. 
NATIONAL COMMITTEE. 
Dickson of the District of Columbia of­ 
fered a resolution in favor of representation 
of the District of Columbia and the Terri­ 
tories on the National Committee. Tabled. 
Weed of New York moved that the delega­ 
tions of different States be authorized to send 
the name of a new member of the National 
Committee to the Secretary of the Conven­ 
tion. This was not accepted, however, and 
the roll of the States was called for the pres­ 
entation of members of said committee.

On motion of Preston of Kentucky, at 
3:07, the Convention, after thanks from the 
Chairman and his congratulations, adjourned 
sine die.

N ew Y ork, June 24th. — The reporter 
found General Hancock on the veranda of 
his official residence on Governor’s Island, 
surrounded by military friends. He shook 
the reporter heartily by the hand, and in re­ 
sponse to his congratulations said: “ Indeed, 
I have nothing to say at present, as I have 
not been officially notified of my nominal 
tion,” and smilingly he added : “ You know 
it might all be a mistake. However, I have 
received numbers of congratulatory tele­ 
grams, which you can see and copy." So 
saying, the General referred the reporter to 
his office, where the latter copied the follow­ 
ing amoDg others : “ I cordially congratulate 
yon on your nomination.—Samuel J. Til­ 
den.” Following is General Joseph E. John­ 
son's telegram : “ The nomination makes me 
much glaier than you.” United States Sena­ 
tors Wallace, White and Daniel Daugherty 
also send congratulations. 
HOW THE NEW8 WAS RECEIVED. 
C olumbus, Ohio, June 24th.—The news of 
Hancock’s nomination was received by a 
large crowd assembled in front of the West­ 
ern U nion Telegraph (lompany’s office. 1 lis 
patches of late last night had prepared the 
people here for this result, and a general sea­ 
son of congratulation followed for several 
minutes. Hancock was the first choice of 
any number of Democrats here. 1 Lis nomi­ 
nation is looked upon as a fortunate escape 
from various complications, and is a strong 
one in many respects. Renubiicans, as a 
rule, would have preferred Tilden, and con­ 
cede that with Hancock as leader of the op­ 
position the coming campaign means the 
hardest kind ot hard work.

He 
is a soldier, and nothing but a soldier. A 
soldier by education, by profession, by life­ 
long experience, and what is the most, ex­ 
traordinary fact of all, and one which by no 
means does credit either to his heart or his 
head, is that he boasts not only of being a 
Democrat, but of having always been a 
Democrat. He was a Democrat when the 
Southern Democracy rose in armed revolt 
against the Government, continued to he a 
Democrat while serving as au officer 
of the army against the Democratic traitors 
and rebels of the South, and has never fal­ 
tered in his Democracy.

Iowa walnut h)g3 are now shipped to 
England. 
The tim ber is bought standing 
by a Liverpool agent, and is cut down and 
hewn square. 
The ends are then painted 
to prevent cracking from exposure to the 
weather. 
Alumni and other friends of the U niver­ 
sity of Michigan arc asked to contribute to 
a fund for the erection and equipm ent of a 
gymnasium. 
Tho sum of §1,028 has al­ 
ready been received, contributed mostly 
by the students of the University. 
Con­ 
tributions can he made payable to the 
Treasurer, J. W. Knight, at Ann Arbor. 
A peculiarity about the Chinese Legation 
in W ashington that is not generally under­ 
stood, is noted by tho New York Ereninj 
J'u.'f. It lias two Ministers, instead of one, 
as have all other Legations. 
Both Chin 
Lan Pin aud Yung W ing are accredited as 
Ministers, and also to the nations of E u­ 
rope, to which the former has presented 
his credentials. 
A state paper when both 
are at W ashington is signed by both, and 
any communication from our Government, 
when both Ministers are in Washington, is 
addressed to both. 
Considerable interest has been manifested 
i New Orleans with regard to a device 
patented by a firm in th at city to prevent 
the shifting of grain or any other treacher­ 
ous cargo. 
It consists in dividing the ship 
into longitudinal comjiartments, secured 
by rods from side to side of the vessel. 
These compartments are to be divided 
longitudinally by sections into any required 
space th at may he desired, in order to ef­ 
fectually separate different kinds of grain, 
etc., w ithout the use of bagging. 
The 
plan ia thought to he cheap, simple and 
effective. 
A new story of light is related by the 
Montreal Witness: “ Colonel Farijana, of 
the Public W orks Departm ent at Ottawa, 
lias patented a new light for marine pur­ 
poses, which, on the score of economy, 
throws Edison’s light into the shade. 
Through some chemical process lie pro; 
luces an ‘ everlasting light,’ which shines 
as many hours at night as it is exposed to 
the light in daytime. 
Once charged with 
the chemicals, a glass bowl can he placed 
on a buoy or a ship’s mast and will furnish 
alig h t, 
lie claims that it will last for all 
ages, provided it is properly sealed, w ith­ 
out recharging.” 
The season of circuses and menageries 
now upon us gives an additional interest to 
some remarks of Alfred .Still, the veteran 
animal tamer, concerning the education of 
wild beasts. 
He says that too much whip­ 
ping makes a wild animal sulky and vicious, 
but a certain amount of whipping is neces­ 
sary. 
To train a wild beast, he said re­ 
cently, you must “ first make its acquaint­ 
ance from tho outside of the cage and get 
the animal acquainted w ith your face; 
but, above all, with your Voice. 
They be­ 
come accustomed to voices sooner than 
faces, and are governed more by sound 
than by light. 
Having got accustomed to 
your beasts and they accustomed to you, 
your next step is to train them to their 
tricks. 
Though these tricks are simple, 
they require a great deal of time and 
patience and a good deal of whipping to 
accomplish them. The lions are the sm art­ 
est of the wild beasts. 
You can train a 
lion to do the ordinary tricks of the trade 
—jumping through hoops and over gates, 
standing on his hind legs, and so on—in 
about five week's constant work. 
It will 
require about a week longer to teach a 
lioness, aud a leopard, which comes next 
to a lion in intelligence, about six weeks 
to learu the- same feats. 
It takes about 
seven or eight weeks to teacli a tiger, and 
a tigress from eight to nine weeks, while 
you can keep on beating and teaching a hy­ 
ena for four months before you can do 
much with him. 
The most difficult tiling 
to do is to teach a wild beast to let you lie 
down on him w ithout his t-ying to make 
you lie in him by eating you up. 
K ind­ 
ness—th at is, an) tiling but ordinary civil­ 
ity—is absolutely thrown away upon a wild 
beast. 
W ith a tiger or tigress especially, 
all affection is literally wasted. 
A tigress 
is as likely to cat you up alter an intimate 
acquaintance of six years as ono of six 
weeks.”

THE 
DEMOCRATIC

General W. S. Hancock. 
General Winfield Scott Hancock is the 
ranking Major-General of the Army. 
He 
possesses the advantages of undoubted 
ability, of a conspicuously distinguished 
record, and alm ost unbounded popularity 
wherever he is known. 
H e is prudent, 
sincere, conservative and inflexible in his 
loyalty to principies approved by his judg­ 
ment. 
General Hancock is a native of 
Pennsylvania, having been bom in M ont­ 
gomery county, in th at State, on the 14th 
of February, 1824. 
H e graduated at W est 
Point in 1S44, and served mainly on Iron 
tier duty until 1840, and afterwards in the 
war with Mexico, being breveted as First 
Lieutenant for gallant and meritorious 
conduct in the battles of Contreras and 
Cherubosco. 
From 1848 to 1855 he w as 
again employed in frontier duty, and from 
1855 to lsdl was Quartermaster of the 
Southern District of California. In Angust 
of the latter year he was recalled to W ash­ 
ington, and when the Army of the Poto­ 
mac was transferred to the peninsula in 
1S()2 he was already a Brigadier-General, 
with the appro’priate command, in the 
Fourth Corps. 
His first opportunity to 
make a mark occurred at Williamsburg, 
and he made 
A BRILLIANT ONE. 
He next distinguished Himself in the 
Battle of Frazer’s Farm, and subsequently 
took an active part in the campaign in 
M aryland, at the battles of South Moun­ 
tain aud Antictam. 
Being made a Major- 
General, he commanded a division at Fred­ 
ericksburg asd Chancellorsvilie. 
A t Get­ 
tysburg he did magnificent work. 
On the 
first day of the battle, Ju ly 1st, 1803, he 
was sent by General Meade to decide 
wiiether a decisive battle should be given, 
or w hether tiie army should fall back, lie 
reported th at G ettysburg was the place to 
fight, and took immediate command uutil 
the arrival of Meade. 
In the decisive ac­ 
tion of July 3d he commanded on the left 
center, sustaining the terrific onset of 
Lonpstrcet's Confederates, and being se­ 
verely wounded. 
The thanks of Congress 
were formally tendered him for his con­ 
duct in these engagements. Being disabled 
by his wounds, he was on sick leave until 
March, 1S04, being meanwhile engaged in 
recruiting the .Second Army Corps, w hich 
was placed under His command. 
At the 
opening of the campaign ot that year under 
General Grant, he took the active com­ 
mand of this corps aud bore a prominent 
part in the battles of the Wilderness, 
Spottsylvania Court - house 
and 
North 
Anna, the second battle of Cold Harbor, 
and the operations around Petersburg, un­ 
til June 19th, when, his wound breaking 
out afresh, lie was for a short time on sick 
leave. 
Ho afterwards resumed command, 
and participated in severa? actions, until 
November 2lith, when he was called to 
W ashington to organize 


THE FIRST CORPS OF VETERAN'S. 
The name of every great battle in the 
East is inscribed on Hancock’s flags. After 
the close of the war he was placed suc­ 
cessively in command of the Middle De­ 
partm ent, the Department of Missouri, of 
Louisiana aud Texas, of Dakota, and of 
the Departm ent of the East. 
He has his 
headquarters on Governor’s Island. 
In 
the Democratic National Convention of 
1SÜS 
he 
received 1441 votes for the 
Presidential nomination, 
in 1870 in the 
National Convention of the same party he 
received 75 votes for the same nomination. 
General Haucock has 
uniformly main­ 
tained the doctrine that the military power 
should in time of peace be subordinated to 
the civil law. This was particularly shown 
in his address to the Court of Inquiry con­ 
stituted to try General Babcock, in 1875, 
in which he urged th at th at officer having 
been formally indicted at St. Louis, it was 
right and proper that the military inquiry 
should he adjourned iu order th at the 
ordinary civil processes might take their 
course— which 
suggestion 
was 
duly 
adopted. 
In 1 SOS, wt.ilc in command of 
the Fifth M ilitary District, General H an­ 
cock, iu a le tte r-to Governor Pease, said : 
“ On them (the laws of Texas aud Louisi­ 
ana), as on a foundation rock, reposes 
almost the entire structure of social order 
in these two States. 


ANNUL T H IS CODE OF LAWS, 
And there would no longer be any rights, 
either of persons or property, here, 
I 
say, unhesitatingly, if it were possible that 
Congreés should pas3 an Act abolishing the 
local codes oT Louisiana a n i Texas, which 
I do not believe, and it should fall to my 
lot to supply tlieir places w ith something 
of my own, I do not see how I could do 
better than follow the laws in force here 
prior to the rebellion, excepting wherein 
they shall relate to slavery. 
Power may 
destroy the forms, but not the principle's 
of justice ; these will live in spite even of 
the sword.” 
General Hancock is a man of 
handsome presence and most agreeable 
manners. 
Jfc is perfectly stra ig h t; 
a 
blonde, with a rich skin and blue eyes, and 
light liair, now turning gray ; aud his ad­ 
dress is both courtly and simple. 
General 
Hancock, wiiile a citizen of Pennsylvania, 
is in almost all respects of fellowship and 
association a New Yorker. 
H e is on ex­ 
cellent terms with tho loading volunteer 
officers of tho New York militia, aud co­ 
operates with them ia their parades, shoot- 
ing-matches, etc. 
He is the favored guest 
at the houses of some of the best people in 
New York, hut makes no pretension to 
wealth or style. 
The regard of his men 
for him is boundless. 
The foregoing is an extract from a recent 
personal sketch in Frank Leslie's Illus­ 
trated Newspaper. 


W illiam 
H. 
E nglish. 
The nominee for Vice-President is Wm. 
11. English of Indiana. 
He wa3 born in 
Scott county, Indiana, August 27, 1822. 
He received a good common school educa­ 
tion, and Bpc-nt three years at the Univer­ 
sity o f. South Hanover ; studied law, and 
was admitted to practice in 1840, but when 
at home is chiefly devoted to agricultural 
pursuits ; in 1843 he was elected Clerk of 
the House of Representatives in Indiana ; 
during President Polk’s administration he 
was a clerk in the Treasury D epartm ent; 
he was the Clerk of the State Constitu­ 
tional Convention in 1850; in 1851 he was 
elected to the State Legislature, and offi­ 
ciated as Speaker ; 
in 1852 he was elected 
a Representative in Congress from Indiana ; 
re elected in 1854, and made a Regent of 
the Smithsonian Institution ; again elected 
iu 1850, and during the first session of the 
Thirty-fifth Congress took part in the K an­ 
sas Compromise measure, and officiated at 
the saíne time as Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee on Postóflicc3 and Post-roads. 
He was 
re-elected to the Thirty-sixth Congress, 
serving on the Committee on Postoffiees 
and Post-roads. 
He was the author of 
what was known as the “ English bill,” 
with reference to the settlem ent of affairs 
in Kansas, which contributed so much to 
the defeat of Douglas. 
Since then Mr. 
English has remained in private life.

tions are still visible. .Some came w ith the 
conviction th a t it was enchanted treasure, 
and they w ould fret the sides of knolls 
w ith th eir rude spades a t night in silence, 
believing th a t if they should strik e an 
iron pot or canvas bag of gold, and a sound 
escaped from their lips, it would goclinking 
and clanking down into th e chasm s under 
th e earth .”—[A tlantic C ity Review.
